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ELMORE UPSETS 
DAYTONA GUESSERS 


By Roxy Rockwood 


Smiling Buddy Elmore rode into the winner's circle last Sunday at the famed 
Daytona International Speedway as the new 200 mile national AMA champion. It was 
a mild upset to many of the more than 15,000 fans that were on hand to view the 29th 


running of the road race classic. 


It was the first national victory for the El Paso electrician who rides strictly 
road race events. He finished 3rd last year in the 250cc class at Daytona for his best 


previous showing, 

The travelin’ Texan smashed all pre- 
vious speed records and inched closer to 
the 100 mph average for the distance with 
a record breaking time of two hours and 
four minutes for an average speed of 
96:388 mph. The old record was set by 
Roger Reiman in 1964 at 94:833 mph. 


RAYBORN FASTEST QUALIFIER 


The fastest qualifier was Cal Rayborn 
from San Diego who set a new one lap 
record on the pavement oval two days 
before the race with a blistering 134:148 
mph one lap time. The old record was 
133:333 by Rayborn's teammate, Mel 
Lacher in *65. Rayborn was close to 4mph 
faster than the second best man, Dick 
Hammer. 

The ding-dong battle started right from 
the drop of the starting flag with Rayborn 
across the line first at the end of one lap 
with a new standing start opening round 
of 128:571 mph. Hammer was less than 
one length behind. 

Hammer led on lap two but it was 
Rayborn in front again on three. Gary 
Nixon then moved up with the leaders and 
the lead was changing three and four 
times each lap with Rayborn managing to 
nip Nixon for the lap money through lap 10. 

Hammer fell by the wayside on lap 
seven with a blown piston and the 
duel was on between H-D and 
Triumph. Nixon led on lap 
11 with Rayborn in 
front again

HOW TO WIN FRIENDS AND 
INFLUENCE POLITICIANS 


I am a relatively new enthusiast at 
the sport of motorcycling, and ride the Open 
Class Desert Competition once in awhile 
under number 413. I have found that motor- 
cycling is the hobby that I have been look- 
ing for a long time, and therefore seriously 
hope that it will not be curtailed to the 
point where I cannot enjoy it, by the in- 
troduction of new legislation and local 
ordinances. 

My point in writing to you is to voice 
my agreement with your editorial in the 
March 10 issue of Cycle News. It is all 
important that the organized segment of the 
sport become cognizant of the necessity 
to develop a close relationship with our 
local Forestry Service and further to de- 
velop an effective lobby in the state 
legislature, in order to insure that the fu- 
ture of our sport will be a long one. 

I believe that it is important to have 
the right publicity and do not wish to mini- 
mize the importance of publicity per se. 
But, it seems to me that it alone will not 
do the job that faces the sport. It will 
take money and people skilled in the ‘‘art’’ 
of influencing those in power to make de- 
cisions which are beneficial tous. I wonder 
if the large motorcycle manufacturers 
would agree that the investment (possibly 
co-sponsored by the American Motorcycle 
Association) in professional public rela- 
tions directed at the state legislature and 
other state bodies, wouldn’t be profitable 
to all of us. 

Again, thank you for providing the 
leadership in this area that you have for 
the last few months.

EDITOR—Your question is one that all of 
us in the sport have wondered at one time 
or another, ‘‘why don’t we have a lobbyist 
in the state capi:al working in our behalf’? 

Fact is, John, any voter can be his 








own lobbyist, by writing to his state, county 
and city representative and making his de- 
mands known. What you may also be 
wondering is **why don't we have an ef- 
fective organization working to secure our 
rights?'" At present, such an organization 
is out of the question on a national scale. 
There may be some hope for organized 
action in the state of California, however. 

California boasts the largest motor- 
cycle registration in the nation, the only 
weekly newspaper covering the two- 
wheeled sport, and most of the large dis- 
tributors are headquartered here. 

By our reckoning there must be nearly 
one million motorcycle enthusiasts of 
voting age in California. Each of us can 
be our own lobbyist by writing to city, 
state and county politicians and telling 
them what we want. 

Our demands are simple: We waht por- 
tions of government-owned land set aside 
primarily for the use of motorcycles and 
other off-road vehicles. We want continued 
and improved cooperation from government 
as we pursue our happiness on public or 
private property. 

State and local governments stand to 
benefit by heeding our demands. Not only 
would tax revenue increase, but the health 
and happiness of all citizens would, 
improve thereby. 

We have shaped up our own sport suf- 
ficiently to merit some help from our re- 
presentatives in Sacramento. Your local 
newspaper can tell you the names and 
address of your elected officials. See 
page 6 for a further suggestion.

The fiercly sliding open expert class 
put on a show at the Hi Boots Dehesa 
Scrambles on Sunday that may not be 
surpassed this season. 

Travis petton, with a left leg hurt from 
a first-turn centerpunch the previous week 
came back determined to win. While a 
crowd of over 900 watched, he proceeded 
to ride with an abandoned style that 
belied his injury and won the first two 
moto cross heats by a good lead, out- 
distancing some tough competition. In 
the third heat, with another long lead 
build up Petton appeared to have it sacked 
Then his Triumph dropped its primary 
chain, ending the ride. Vern Gillihan was 
now in first place in the heat and over- 
all points as long as he could hold his 
position, which he did, although Leo St. 
Germaine moved up through the pack to 
take third over all, and finished just a 
few yards back of Gillihan. 

The 250cc expert class lacked the 
drama of the open class, but made up for 
it with close, hard riding. With a field of 
11 entries, the whizzing 250’s looked and 
sounded like a lot more as Dick Mills and 
Harry Hayes elbowed their way to first 
and second places. Mills ended the day 
with two firsts and a second on his Bul- 
taco, and C-Z mounted Hayes had two 
seconds and a first. 

The 250cc amateurs rivaled the experts 
for racing action and Jeff Wills on a 
Greeves ended up the main event winner. 

Largest class was the novice 250 with 
117 entries. The first heat must have 
been the roughest with the eventual main 
event winner, Boscoe Burns, and runners- 
up Richard Woods and Gordon Johnson, 
all in it. Second heat winner Sam Gray 
was fourth inthe main. Semi-winners were 
John Harrison and popular Rex McCombs. 
McCombs tried too hard and fell of in the 
main breaking his leg to rack up the only 
injury of the day. 

Two Hondas and a Bultaco battled it 
out as the only 200cc entries in moto- 
cross heats. So 200cc racers, if you like 
lots of elbow room, Dehesa is the place 
to ride. Eventual Class winner was Harold 
Mathews on a Honda. 

Two Zundapps took top honors in the 
90cc class with stylish Chuck Baker run- 
ning away in the motocross heats, with 
Warren Ramsey second. 

The powder-puff was the day’s last 
event with five girls going to the line and 
began with a big crash on the starting 
line. Undetered, they all re-started, and 
all five finished the program with very 
close racing and Marsha Whitten the

on 12. It was Nixon again on lap 13 and 
14 with Rayborn heading for the pits and 
out of the race on lap 15. 

Three-time winner Roger Reiman then 
became the next challenger. The lead 
changed hands no less than 23 times in 
the first 13 laps. Early 4th place rider 
Tony Murguia retired to the pits on lap 
16 as the record pace started to take its 
toll on a clear, warm afternoon. 

Nixon started to pull away from Reiman 
on the 15th lap and soon held a five se- 
cond lead by the end of lap 21. Mert 
Lawwill headed for the pits for good on 
lap 25, running in 4th place. 

Reiman ended the duel on the 29th lap 
when he went out with a dead engine. 
Now it was Elmore’s turn to enter the 
picture as he was lapping one to two se- 
conds alap faster than the leader. Elmore 
made a fast pit stop for gas on lap 28 and 
then took the lead from Nixon at the 
finish line on lap 32. 

The two Triumph’s were now running 
one-two, well ahead of the rest of the 
field. Both machines were prepared at the 
Triumph eastern headquarters in Baltimore 


by master tuners Rod Coates and Cliff 
Guild. 


HOPE GOES FLAT 


Lap 45 was the end of hope for Nixon 
as his rear tire went flat while he was 
full tilt down the back chute at 140mph. 
He coasted in much later to the pits and 
was out three full laps for a change of 
wheels. 

Elmore cruised it the rest of the way 
in the 53 lap grind. The only late lap 
battle was for third between Ralph White 
and Ohio’s Gary Hall. These two swapped 
the show spot 37 times with Hall across 
the finish line first by four lengths. 

It was the second 200 mile win for the 
Triumph brand. The first was in 1962 
with Don Burnett in the saddle. 

The singing Triumphs of Elmore, Nixon 
and Hammer were equal in speed this 
year to the potent H-D's that have long 
held a wide edge at the speedway.

Many people, as well as ourselves, 
have been looking desperately for a 
piece of land close enough to the metro- 
politan Los Angeles area and yet far 
enough out that we would not bother the 
general public, where a cycle park could 
be obtained. There is a possibility that 
we have found the location. It now de- 
pends on how successful our initial 
event is and how cooperative the motor- 
cycle fans are with regard to some basic 
requirements of the property owners. The 
location is on the Santa Ana Canyon 
road, approximately ten miles west of 
the city of Corona. It is located on the 
old Sycamore Park property. 

The first event held there will be on 
April 3rd and it will be a Motocross 
event open to all classes. All compe- 
tition riders are invited to participate in 
this first event. It is a true European 
scrambles over grassy fields, sand pits 
and hard ground. The course is unim- 
proved and knobby tires are recom- 
mended. The course will be laid out 
similar to a true European Motocross and 
will be conducted under F.I.M. rules. 

Three number plates are required for 
all entries and no pie plates or paper 
plates will be accepted. Riders must be 
fully leathered and helmeted, and con- 
trary to belief, folding foot pegs are not 
required. If anyone has any questions 
concerning rules or equipment require-

ments, they may contact the A.C.A. office 
at 141 B Whiting St., Fullerton, Calif. 
The course is laid out over a small 
Valley, using a riverbed on the far east- 
ern corner and running parallel to the 
Santa Ana river on the north. There is a 
tremendous amount of grass and large 
oak trees. It is very fast and rough and 
should tax the rider’s ability to his 
utmost. We hope this event is successful 
so we can persuade the owners of the 
property to grant permission for additional 
events in the near future. 

You who are interested in road racing, 
remember the date of May 22nd for the 
United States National Open road race 
to be held at Riverside International 
Raceway. This is an F.LM. sanctioned 
event and a F.L.M. license must be ob- 
tained before you wíll be allowed to 
participate in thís event. Forms may be 
obtained by contacting any M.I.C.U.S. 
member club, such as the A.C.A. 

Also, our particular congratulations 
go to a couple of Southern California 
riders who did well at Daytona this past 
weekend. Walt Fulton, Jr., winner of the 
250cc novice event and John Buckner, 
second place in the 100 mile amateur 
expert event. These are two hometown 
boys who learned to road race in So. 
California, and I think the people here 
should be very proud of them and their 
achievements.

Arkansas’s Bobby Winters, a first year 


expert, astride one of the official Yamaha ' 


racing team entries, finally wrapped up 
his first big win with less than two laps 
to go. 

Winters, John Buckner and Ralph 
White were the three that put on the never- 
to-be-forgotten duel with an assist from 
early challengers, Dick Hammer, Mert 
Lawwil and Roger Reiman. 

White opened as the leader with a new 
all time first lap record of 126:760! Not 
two miles slower than the new big bike 
record. Ralph held off repeated challenges 
by many riders to lead every lap until 
Lawwill took over to lead laps nine and 
ten. Buckner then moved ир to grab the 
money on laps eleven and twelve with 
Winters leading across the line on laps 
13 and 14. Lawwill dropped out of the 
race on lap eleven. 


WINNER WAS A REPLACEMENT 


The front running three then took off 
on their Yamaha's to run far ahead of the 
rest of the 80 rider starting field. For the 
second straight year the Yamaha brand 
took eight of the first ten places to con- 
tinue their sweep at the beach city. The 
second place position was not decided 
until the riders crossed the finish line 
with Buckner edging White. Winters was 
also one of the front runners in *65 but 
dropped out and took 58th place. He was 
& last minute replacement this year for 
Buddy Parriott who got off in practice 
and was out with a cracked shoulder bone. 

A field of over 125 riders were split 
into two heat races with the fastest 40 
from each riding in the 100 mile national 
250cc final. Nixon on a Yamaha won the 
first five-lapper with an average speed 
of 98:820 mph. Harley-mounted George 
Roeder won the second with a speed 
average of 94:875 mph. 


AMATEUR 100 MILE RACE 


Seven different riders lead the amateur 
big bike chase before San Francisco’s 
Kenny Ridder aboard a Dud Perkins H-D 
came through to wrap up the win. Texans 
and Californians battled all the way before 
Ridder came through. Dick Hayes ran a 
strong 6th place. Hayes and Pete Bodette 
both qualified for the five front row start- 
ing positions. Jerry Seguin led two laps 
midway in the race before dropping out, 
Ridder just missed setting a new track 
record after working his way from 12th 
place in the early laps and over a half a 
mile back of the leaders. 


THE 78 MILE NOVICE RACE 


Eighteen year-old Walt Fulton Jr. was 
the boss of the novice field that boasted 
180 entries. The Young Suzuki ace rode 
like a veteran to give the fans one of the 
wildest races ever put on pavement. 

Fulton was the novice member of the 
four rider team that included Dick Mann, 
Dan Haaby and Dick Hammer. 

Walt breezed through the 250cc sport- 
sman races to win going away on Wednes- 
day afternoon for his first AMA victory. 

The money race found three elimination 
heats being run to scale down to the 75 
fastest riders. Again it was Fulton with 
ease in the warmup event.

from his duties as announcer to ride that 
one race, leaving promoter Wes Cooley to 
han dle the mike for him. 

The 125—175cc class also showed ac- 
tion. Chief Galbraith, Steve Pederson and 
Bruce Shaw all ran very closely together 
trying to decide the three runner-up posi- 
tions. Pederson finally got ahead, only to 


crash into the hay bales piled in front of 
the pit fence, putting him out for the rest 
of the race although he was unhurt. Winner 
was Ralph Le Clercq on his Ducati who 
led from start to finish with a beautifully 
smooth ride. 


The 250 class fell to Steve Gibson and 
his Yamaha, but the two having most fun 
were scrapping for 6th and 7th places.

The rules, as they appear 
below, are approved for local use by the 
AMA and were recently approved by club. 
delegates. 


ROAD RIDERS 
COMMITTEE 
SUPPLEMENTAL RULES 


ROAD RALLIES AND TOURS 
ARTICLE I 
А DEFINITION 


Sec. 1: A road rally or road tour is a 
meeting of motorcycles and riders at 
a pre-selected location where there is 
no specified course with check points 
and no penalty is assessed for leaving 
or ignoring a recommended route and no 
time requirement other than a deadline 
is specified. 

Sec. 2: Endurance, reliability, road and 
other special runs having atimed course, 
check points, etc., and field meets 
shall be conducted under the applicable 
tules of the AMA, except Poker Runs 
which shall be covered by these sup- 
plementary rules. 

Sec. 3: Events combining a road run 
and rally activities shall be conducted 
under the applicable rules of the AMA 
and these RRC rules. 


B. GENERAL RULES 


Sec. 1: No club or group of clubs may 
use a ground, hill, or track developed 
by another club unless permission is 
obtained from the club that developed 
such property. In case of a dispute, 
duration of the priority shall be deter- 
mined by the Rules Committee (Ref: 
AMA Rules Art. XXI, Sec. 4) 

Sec. 2: Every club and rider partici- 
pating in RRC activities shall be pre- 
sumed to be acquainted with and shall 
submit to, and be bound by, these and 
any additional rules which may be is- 
sued by the Rules Committee and ap- 
proved by the Executive Board. 

Sec. 3: Any communication regarding 
these rules or regarding motorcycle 
competition as affected by the rules 
Shall be made to the RRC Referee. 
Sec. 4: In the event of any question 
arising as to the interpretation of these 
rules, the decision of the Executive 
Council shall be final. 

Sec. 5: No alterations in these sup- 
plementary regulations shall be made 
without the consent of the Executive 
Council. 

Sec. 6: The Executive Council may 
make any ruling unprovided for, or 
change these rules, the same to be con- 
sidered binding and valid when pub 





lished in the minutes of the next RRC 
meeting and noted on the flier or an- 
nouncement of the next run mailed. 

Sec. 7: The RRC Referee may delegate 
from time to time all, or any, of its 
powers to a sub-committee or an in- 
dividual. 

Sec. 8: At all public motorcycle ac- 
tivities staged by clubs or promoters, 
they must display in a conspicuous 
place a notice reading: ''This club, 
promoter, officials of the event or the 
owner of the premises will not be 
responsible or assume any liability 
for any damages resulting from injuries 
sustained by spectators witnessing 
these events,” 

Sec. 9: Attherequest of any participant 
of the event, the promoter shall be 
obliged to exhibit, either before or 
during the event, the official AMA 
sanction. 

Sec. 10: Co-ownership of a motorcycle 
on the part of two contestants is not 
permitted except in cases of man and 
wife. 

Sec. 11: Under penalty of disqualifi- 
cation of all concerned, not any motor- 
cycle shall be used by more than one 
contestant in any specified day's 
program. 

Sec. 12: Motorcycles equipped with 
handlebars with a greater rise than 15 
inches as measured from the horizontal 

plane of the seat, shall not be permit- 
ted in any type of competition. 

Sec. 13: The Executive Council may 
promulgate such changes or modifi- 
cations of these rules as may be deemed 
advisable and upon the determination 
of such changes, shall notify all reg- 
istered clubs of the nature of the rule 
changes. 

Sec. 14: No rider under 21 years of age 
may enter any road rally or tour or 
special run without the duly notorized 
consent of parents or legal guardian. 
Sec. 15: Women are encouraged to ride 
and compete in all rally activities. 
Special classes may be scheduled by 
the promoting club, but is not mandatory. 
Sec. 16: No rider shall at any time ride 
in such a manner as to endanger life or 
limb of other riders, public or officials, 
and in violation of this rule shall be 
subject to immediate disqualification 
and suspension and rejection by the 
referee. 

Sec. 17: No established deadline shall 
be extended for any reason except by 
unanimous consent of the RRC referee, 
his staff, and all entrants checked in 
prior to the deadline. Any rider arriving 
after the deadline shall be allowed to 
enter any remaining contest of the 
program at the discretion of the pro- 
moting club. 

Sec. 18: Unless specifically stated on 
the announcement, no automobile 

entries shall be accepted nor passengers 
thereof be eligible for competition or 
participation. Pick up crews of any 
motorcycle club shall be entered by the 
discretion of the promoting club. 

Sec. 19: Under penalty of disqualifi- 
cation, any motorcycle entered in a 
rally or tour must be ridden the entire 
distance from the start or the operator’s 
residence to the finish. If prevari- 
cation is involved, the penalty is 
suspension. 

Sec. 20: Any motorcycle suffering 
mechanical breakdown between the 
start and finish may be towed or trucked 
to the finish without disqualification

However 
the motorcycle shall be disqualified 
for any contest. 

Sec. 21: Long distance riders shall be 
eligible for awards on the total airline 
distance as computed by map measure- 
ments from the operator’s residence to 
the start and finish. If applicable, the 
post mark of the mail-in entry shall 
determine the operator's residence. 
Sec. 22: A systemof judging and scor- 
ing accepted by the RRC shall be used 
by all promoting clubs for that rally. 
Sec. 23: The judging cards will be 
filled out at the start of the run and 
given to the Referee of the promoting 
club, who will inspect each for complete 
and accurate entries. 

Sec. 24: All-results of each contest 
shall be posted, in writing, 15 minutes 
prior to any presentations of awards. 
Sec. 25: Any contestant shall have 
the privilege of inspecting and compar- 
ing his score card with other score 
cards of any given contest. 

Sec. 26: Any temporary variation of 
these rules shall be approved by the 
Rules Committee and published on the 
rally announcement be to valid and 
binding. 


C, CLASSIFICATION OF 
CONTESTANTS 


Sec. 1: Road Rally or tour contestants 
shall be classified as: 
A. Solo Riders: The operator of the 
motorcycle 
1. Male 
2. Female

C. Passengers: male or female rider, 
not an operator of the cycle. 
D. Family: Any combination of 3 or 
more blood or legal relation.

MOTORCYCLES 
Sec. 1: All motorcycles entering dress 
competition shall be classified to style 
as: 

A. STOCK: The basic motorcycle

B. MODIFIED STOCK: As defined for 
stock, but having four or more non- 
factory catalog accessories added.

Sec. 2: Each class or ‘style shall be 
further sub-divided into classes by 
style according to piston displacement, 
or vice-versa.

C. HEAVYWEIGHT: 901cc up 

Sec. 3: Sidecars shall be a separate 
class and include all models, 

Sec. 4: Three wheel model motorcycles 
shall be a separate class. 

Sec. 5: Three entries shall make a 
class. If less, those entries shall merge 
with the next least affected class. 


E SPECIFICATIONS OF 


MOTORCYCLES 
Sec. 1: Under penalty of disqualifi- 
cation, all motorcycles participating in 
any rally or tour must meet the legal 
requirements of the State Vehicle Code. 


F. CONTEST OFFICIALS 

Sec. l:- The principal officer of any 
road rally or tour shall be the promoting 
club’s Referee. All other persons work- 
ing the rally shall be responsible to the 
Referee and he shall exercise general 
supervision over the affairs of the rally 


. or tour and will act as representative of 


the RRC Referee. 

Sec. 2: All duties as set forth in 
Article XX of the AMA Rules shall be 
performed as applicable by the Road 
Rally or Tour Officials. 

Sec. 3: The contest officials shall 
complete, sign and forward to the RRC 
Referee, all forms required by the RRC 
Rules within 5 days. 

Sec. 4: The promoting club Referee 
shall be available at the finish of the 
rally or tour at all times to settle any 
questions that may arise.

“FLYING QUARTER MILE” 

Mike Tucker and his 650 Triumph were 
the winning combination in the B gas 
class at Lions drag strip. Mike is sort of 
a ‘‘devil may care” and ‘‘I’ll try anything 
once” fellow. To prove this he has set an 
unofficial record for B gas bikes at Lions. 
The bike was staged some 50 yards be- 
fore the lights. When the starter gave the 
Signal it was *''banzai''! With the tire 
throwing gravel and smoke, Mike passed 
the ''start'' timing lights at an undeter- 
mined speed but, when he reached the end 
of the quarter mile the Elapsed Time 
clocks read 9.69 seconds and a speed of 
116 mph! Mike stated that the rolling start 
made the run feel just like Bonneville. 











Suzuki really has the 250cc class up- 
set. Rod Knox won this displacement 
class turning 15.67 — 78.87 with a stock 
Suzuki. Earlier this bike ran the quarter 
in fifteen seconds flat at 83 mph!

On the line for the big one with less 
than three minutes to go, Fulton decided 
to change spark plugs. One of them was 
cross threaded and the machine would 
not start. The officials pushed him off 
the track and the flag dropped. The lead- 
ers were heading forthe back stretch when 
Walt got off the line-in dead last position. 

The blue and white clad rider rode 
smoothly and fast to shoot through the 
pack and pass as many as 20 riders at a 
time to finally take the lead on lap six. 

He twice gave it away by missing 
shifts and taking the famed banks too 
high. Back he would come and it was 
Fulton and Suzuki in for the win with 
over 25 seconds to spare at the finish! 

Jim Deehan was the early leader until 
his bike slowed down.

SAN FRANCISCO 
CYCLE SCENE 


2 By Darryl Skrabak 
(Continued from last week) 


BUSINESS GROWTH 

The business side of motorcycling 
continues to grow in the San Francisco 
area just as it does elsewhere in Califor- 
nia. But one setback will be suffered when 
the BSA distributorship heads south. 

Since BSA came to the United States 
it has been distributed to the West from 
Oakland, via the firm headed by Hap Al- 
zina. A similar operation headed by Will- 
iam Johnson served Triumph in Pasadena. 

Now both the Triumph and BSA firms 
are to share headquarters in Duarte. Both 
firms are under the control of the BSA 
manufacturing group in England. 

According to Pete Colman, who for 
years served Triumph at Pasadena and 
was named to head BSA Motorcycles —— 
Western after Alzina’s retirement, a com- 
pelling factor in the move south, is sales 
in the all-important Los Angeles market. 
Triumph has consistently outsold BSA 
three-to-one in LA, according to Colman, 
and he feels Triumph’s southern distribu- 
tion provided the edge. 


MORE RIDERS — LESS GROUND 

With the continued growth of popula- 
tion around San Francisco, the attrition 
of off-the-road playgrounds has increased. 
Where ten years ago dirt riders on an out- 
ing would mount up in front of their ga- 
rages, now most embark in cars with their 
machines in tow, so much has the number 
of highway miles to their destinations 
risen. 

San Francisco itself once offered hills 
for an evening’s ride. McLaren Park, for 
instance, provided many a rider’s first 
non-pavement venture. Now McLaren, 
named for the creator of famed Golden 
Gate Park, has been “‘improved” into a 
golf course. 

Last year the off-the-road sport suf- 
fered its greatest setback, Marin County, 
an area of comparative wide-open spaces 
which holds down the northern end of the 
Golden Gate Bridge, closed its fire roads 
to motorcycles. 

The county board of supervisors, which 
passed the anti-bike ordinance, is admired 
by the motorcycle community neither for 
the effect of the rule or the manner in 
which the rule was made law. 

According to Marin County dealers, the 
supervisors did not consult them, clubs 
or other obviously interested organizations 
prior to considering the ordinance. And 
by the time motorcyclists learned what 
was afoot, it was too late to organize any 
effective opposition. 

At the present time there are only two 
locations close to San Francisco where 
the future of dirt riding for fun is reason- 
ably assurred. One is in Oakland, where 
the county Park and Recreation Depart- 
ment has for years staked several acres 
of park land with a sign reading ''motor- 
cycles only.” 

The other location is in Richmond, 
where the Richmond Ramblers Motorcycle 
Club enjoys the use of hills surrounded 
by shipping and oil facilities. 

A few years ago the Oakland play- 
ground was adequate, but these days it 
can get mighty crowded on a Sunday af- 
ternoon, both with motorcycles and spec- 
tators. Some riders hope the area will be 
enlarged. 

The future of dirt riding for fun near 
metropolitan areas may lie solely ín such 
motorcycle parks as those in Oakland and 
Richmond. Motorcyclists with an eye to- 
wards conserving the sport would do well 
to work for the establishment of similar 
parks in other areas while there is still 
time, and space.
